WASHINGTON, July 24,—The cruiser 


Cincinnati touched bottom while on 
her recent crnise with the Connecticut 
naval militia, and is now in the dry 
dock at New York to ascertain the ex- 
tent of the injxirics sustained by her. 


This result was announced by the chair (Mr. 


Washburn. of Massachusetts, who had tem- 
porarily relieved 
Senator Butler) amid a 


scene of great confusion. 


The minority report (!o seat Cale Instead of 


Isaacs) was voted down and the majority re- 
port (giving the seal to Isaacs) was adopted- 


The report from the committee on perma- 


nent organization was about to be presented 
when" points of order-were made that the com- 
mittee on credentials had the right of way un- 
til its full report was made. The chairman, 
Mr. Washburn, of Massachusetts, overruled 
these objections and. amid uproar, announced 
that Mr. Cox. of Virginia, chairman of the 
committee orrnermanent organization, had the 
floor. Mr. Cox stilted the recommendation of 
the committee—the name of Senator Allen, of 
Nebraska, being reported as permanent chair- 
man. {Loud and prolonged cheers) 


The minority report was then rend, pre- 


senting the name of James E. Champion, of 
Miine, as chairman. (Cheers and applause 
from the adherents of the middle of the road 
section of the convention.) 


The excitement lasted for fully ten minutes, 


the guidons of Mississippi, Alabama, Ohio, 
Texas, Tennessee and other states, and the 
middle of the road banners being carried 
around in tumultuous procession in imitation 
of the scene in the democratic convention 
when Uryan was nomin Hed. 


The names of the 14 members of the com- 


mittee signing the minority report were read 
to the convention. Among them was Included 
the name of the commltteemon from Illinois, 
and that gentleman rose and denounced Has 
unauthorized. 
The name was accordingly 


withdrawn from the minority report 


Mr. Brown, of Massachusetts, moved to lay 


on the table both the majority and minority 
report until the adoption of rules by the con- 
vention.

The convention then, at 7:15, began to vote 


by states on the adoption of the majority re- 
port, (Allen for permanent chairman), tho ut- 
most confusion prevailing.

on resolutions wore in session nearly 
all Thursday afternoon, and

o'clock Thursday evening the majority 
agreed on a platform. 


The preamble reaffirms the declarations of 


the Omaha platform. 


First—Wo demand a national currency safe 


and sound, issued by the general government 
only, n lull legal tender for all debts, public 
and private, and receivable for all debts due 
tho government, and that without tho use of 
banking corporations; a just, equitable and 
efllctont moans of distribution direct to the 
people through tho lawful disbursements of 
the government 


Second—We demand the free and unrestric- 


ted coinage of silver arttl cold at the present 
legal ratio of 10 to 1 by the United States, and 
that without the consent of foreign nations. 


Third—Wo demand that tho volume of cir- 


culating medium bo speedily Increased to an 
amount sufHclent to meet tho demands of the 
business and population of this country and 
to restore tho level of prices, labor and pro- 
duction, and thereby ro-ostnhllsh the prosper- 
ity and happiness of tho pooplo. 


Fourth—We denounce the democratic and 


republican policies that seek to enslave our 
people by the 
Issuance of interost-boarlnn 


United States bonds to bo sold on Kngltsh 
and foreign markets and standf&Btly adhere to 
an American policy that will produce revenue 
sufllclent to maintain legitimate and economic 
expenses. 


Fifth—We demand such legislation as will 


prevent the demonetization of the lawful 
money of the United States by private con- 
tract. 


Sixth—We demand thnt tho government In 


payment, of Its obligations shall use Us option 
as to the Itlnd of lawful money In which It 
shall pay them, and we denounce the present 
and preceding administrations for surrender- 
ing this option to tho holders of government 
obligations 


Seventh—Wo demand a proper income tax 


to the end that aggregated wealth shall bear 
Its just proportion of taxation. 


TCighth—Wo demand that postal savings 


rj»:lcs bo established by the government for 
the safe deposit of tho savings of tho people 
nnd to facilitate exchange. 


The direct taxation plank is as fol- 


lows: 


We hold that all governments derive their 


just powers from tho consent of the governed, 
and In order that tho consent of the governed 
may be ascertained, In favor of direct legisla- 
tion under proper constitutional safosuards, 
so that the citizen shall have tho right of In- 
itiating, framing and proposing laws, and of 
compelling the submission thereof, and of all 
important laws.whether proposed by national, 
state or local legislatures, to a. direct vote of 
the people for their approval or rejection. 


The following- is the minority report 


•which Mr. Coxcy, of Ohio, will make to 
the convention Friday and 
request 


that it be incorporated in the financial 
plank of the platform. 
It is what is 


known as his non-interest 
bearing 


bond scheme: 


We demand that, the general government 


allow the states, counties, townships, munici- 
palities, towns or villages, to Issuo their 
bonds without interest, depositing them with 
the government, when It shall be mandatory 
upon the secretary of the treasury to issue 
the face value of the bonds in full legal tender 
money, deducting.the cost of one per cent, 
forwarding to said corporations depositing 
bonds, said money to bo used in employing at 
all times the surplus labor In public Improve- 
ments when there is nothing to he done in 
productive enterpriser, said money to be paid 
back to the government at the rate of four per 
cent, per annum.

tion to order at 2:57 o'clock, there were more 
Indies present than at any previous session, 
hut fewer delegates, 
The chairman stated 


that the committee appointed Wednesday to 
confer with the populists hud as yet not been 
called upon to exercise its otllces owing to the 
delay of permanent organization of the popu- 
list convention. It was u delicate operation the 
committee had entered on. said Mr. S* John, 
and would require patience and probably an- 
other day's session of the siver convention. 
Any attempt of this convention, he said, to en- 
force its views might prove tatal to harmony. 


Mr. St. John, of New York, (Vice-Chairman 


Towno being in the chair) moved that when 
tho convention adjourns it be until 10 o'clock 
Friday. An amendment was moved to adjourn 
till 8 o'clock Thursday night. Several gentle- 
men made urReut speeches for delay in order 
that the conference committee might have 
time to purform Its duty. • 


Mr. Doud. of Missouri, hoped that tho con- 


vention having appointed a committee on con- 
ference would not stultify itsolf by adjourn- 
ing until the populist convention had an op- 
portunity to perfect arrangements for the con- 
ference asked-'for. Several of the speakers 
said they were willing to remain here until 
the first of November If necessary to accom- 
plish their purpose BO those who were not 
willing to remain, said delcjate from Califor- 
nia, like the Irishman, should have gone back 
before they started. 


Mr. Littlo, of Kansas, said that the popu- 


list delegation from his state advised him 
that if the silver convention wanted to help 
tho Dryun movement in thnt convention it 
would nominate him and Sowall and he 
that should be done to-day.

Following is the report of the committee on 


resolutions: 
The national sliver party of America in con- 


vention assembled hereby adopts the follow- 
ing declaration of principles: 


First—The paramount Issue at this time In 


tho United Slates is Indisputably the money 
question. 
It is between the British gold 


standard, (/old bonds and bank currency on 
the one side, and the bi-metalic standard, no 
bonds, government currency (and an Ameri- 
can policy) on the other. 


On this Issue **? declare ourselves to be in 


favor of the distinctively American financial 
system. We are unalterably opposed to the 
single gold standard and demand the immedi- 
ate return to tho constitutional standard of 
gold and silver by tho restoration by this gov- 
ernment, independently of any foreign power, 
of the unrestricted coinage of both gold and 
silver, into standard money at tho rate of 10 
to 1. and upon terms of exact equality as they 
existed prior to 1873, tho silver coin to be of 
full legal tender, equally with gold, for all 
debts and dues, public and private, and de- 
mand such legislation as will prevent for the 
future the destruction of the legal tender 
quality of any kind of money by private con- 
tract 
We hold that the power to control and regu- 


late a paper currency is inseparable from the 
power to coin money: and hence, that all cur- 
rency Intended to circulate 'as money should 
be issued and its volume controlled, by gen- 
eral government only and should be a legal 
tender. 
We are.unalterably opposed to the issue by 


the United States of Interegt-bearlng bonds 
In time of peace, and we denounce as a blun- 
der, worse than a crime, the present treasury 
policy concurred in by a republican house of 
plunging the country into debt by hundreds of 
millions in the vain attempt to maintain the 
gold standard by borrowing gold, and we de- 
mand the payment of all coin obligations of 
the United States as provided by existing 
laws, in either gold or silver coin, at the op- 
tion of the government and not at the option 
of the creditor. 
The demonetization of silver In 1873 enor- 


mously Increased the demand for gold, en- 
hancing its purchasing power and lowering 
all price* measured by that standand; and 
since that unjust and indefensible act. the 
prices of American products have fallen upon 
an average, nearly fifty per cent, carrying 
iown with them proportionately the money 
value of all other forms of property. 


Dyer and above all other questions of policy 


we are in favor of restoring to the people of 
,he United States the time-honored money of 
.he constUuUon—sold and silver, not one. but 
both—the money of Washington and Hamil- 
on and Jefferson and Monroe and Jackson 
and Lincoln, to the end that the American 
>eople may receive honest pay for an honest 
product; 
that 
the 
American 
debtor 


may 
pay 
his 
just 
obligations 
in 


an 
honest 
standard 
and 
not 
in 


dishonest and unsound standard appreciated 
one hundred per cent in purchasing power, 
and no appreciation in debt paying power and 
to ths end further that silver standard coun- 
tries may be deprived of tho unjust advan- 
tage they now enjoy, In the difference of ex- 
change between gold and silver—an advantagi 
which tariff legislation can not overcome. 


"VVe therefore confidently appeal to tho pe 
pie of the United States to hold in abeyance 
all other questions, however Important and 
even momentous they may appear, to sunder 
If need be, all former party ties and affilia- 
tions and unite In the supreme effort to free 
themiclves and their children from the dom- 
ination of the money power. A power more 
destructive than any which has ever been 
fastened upon tho civilized men of any race or 
In any age. 
And upon the consummation of our desires 


and efforts we evolte the aid of all patriotic 
American citizens and the gracious favor of 
divine providence. 
Inasmuch as the patriotic majority of the 


Chicago convention embodied in the financial 
plank of its platform,the principles enunciated 
in the platform of the American Bimetallic 
party, promulgated at Washington, D. C., 
January 23, 13£5, and herein reiterated which 
13 not or.ly paramount, but the only real issue 
in the pending campaign, therefore recogniz- 
ing that their nominees embody these patriotic 
principles, we recommend that this conven- 
tion indorse the nomination of Wm. J. Bryan, 
of Nebraska, forpresiciem, and Arthur Sewall,

of Our Monetary System, Protect. 
. lug the Miner the Farmer and 


the Dlanuffictaror. 


In taking the chair, Mr. Newland, 


_ the temporary chairman of the silver 


convention at St. Louis, said: "The 
National Silver party meets today to 
determine what course will best ad- 
vance the cause which we have at 
.heart. The Republican party has de- 
clared for the gold standard, save so 
far as its disastrous consequences may 


' ' 
be averted by an international adjust- 
ment with tho leading commercial na- 
tions of the world. 
Practically, this 


means gold monometallism, for under 
the system of finance inaugurated by 
Harrison and continued by Cleveland, 
silver is denied its time-honored use as 
redemption money, and has become 
simply the material upon which is 
stamped a gold promise. And so our 
greenbacks, our treasury notes and sil- 
ver certificates, instead of being money, 
have turned into a gold debt, and the 
primary money of tho country is con- 
-flned to the limited amount of gold 
•aproximating $000,000,000, which an 
adverse balance of trade is constantly ele- 


eting with all the attendant evils of 


continuing bond issues. 


Tho Democratic party has declared 


for tho free and unlimited coinage of 
silver at a ratio .of 16 to 1, without 
waiting 
for 
international 
action. 


Whilst it has inado other declarations 
in its platform, it has announced that 
the silver question is the paramount 
issue of 'the day, and that to it all other 
questions are to be subordinated. 
It 


has nominated a candidate of unim- 
peachable character, of exalted ability^ 
of inflexible integrity, of high purpose, 
"\vho has never faltered for a moment 
in his devotion to tho cause of bimetal- 
lism. Firm, but not headstrong, con- 
fident but not self-sufficient, near to the 
people, but not demagogic, determined 
for reform, yet without a single incen- 
diary speech or passionate utterances to 
mar his record, possessing a happy 
combination of the oratorical aud log- 
ical qualities, young, courageous and 
enthusiastic, yet deliberate aud wise, 
he stands as the ideal candidate of a 
movement which, though termed a 
movement for reform, really moans a 
jreturn to the wise conservatism of our 
fathers. 


"The issue has been presented by a 


_party which has been recently discred- 
' ited before tho country by the financial 


and industrial disturbances which it 
has created through tho report of tho 
. Sherman act and by threatened and 


actual tariff legislation. Dragged into 


* financial agitation by the determined 
will of an executive whom it has since 
repudiated, it proposes not merely to 
reverse existing 
legislation already 


enacted, but to go further and to de- 
clare for the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver, and besides it proposes to 
guarantee tho country against further 
industrial disturbances and any agita- 
tion for further changes in the tariff 
law, except such as are necessary to 
make up the deficit of revenue. Tho 
latter announcement is gratifying to 
many of us who beliovo that tho silver 
question and moderate protection are 
twin brothers, that the former moans 
protection 
to the American 
farmer 


against the disastrous competition of 
silver countries; that tho latter moans 
protection to the American 
manufac- 


turer and his employes against the dis- 
astrous compoittiou of cboapi foreign 
labor, and that it is only by tho union 
of tho productive forces of tho country, 
whether in tho field or the factory, for 
mutual protection that the remorseless 
power of monetary contracts can bo 
stayed. 
( Whilst it would have boon 


wiser to confine tho Democratic plat- 
form to tho issues concerning which 
bimetallism would not differ, 
thus 


securing the complete unification of all 
the silver forces, yet the simple ques- 
tion is presented to sincere bimetallists 
throughout tho country, and that is 
whether they will permit differences as 
to uouessential issues to diivdo them, 
thus insuring the defeat of their com- 
mon cause, or whether preserving their 
independence of conviction aud action 
as to noncssontials, they .shall accept 
the brilliant leader, whom tho De- 
mocracy hag named, and uniting all 
tho silver forces wherever organized 
into one invincible array, march to vic- 
tory in November next. 
I apprehend 


that the singleness of purpose which 
has thus f;vr characterized this organ- 
ization will be apparent in our delib- 
erations here, and that fits action will 
be inspired by the highest patriotism 
and by an earnest desire for tho ad- 
vancement of the groat cause which 
means so much to humanity. 


"It is not intended to 11:13- debts with 


fifty-cent dollars, or drive away gold, 
or TO debase our currency. 
Our pur- 


pose simply is by increasing the coin- 
ago and use of silver ami by KU"i"K it 
privileges with gold, to raise its value 
and by diminishing the strain on gold 
which gold monometallism has caused 
to take away its unjust apprehension, 
and thus by pulling up tho value of sil- 
ver and pulling down the value of gold 
to restore tho old ratio so that sixteen 
ounces of silver will be worth in bul- 
lion as well as in coin one ounce of 
gold. 
Tims the old unit of value—the 


dollar—based on both metals instead 
of one, will be restored, and we shall 
have a gold dollar worth one hundred 
cents in silver and a silver dollar worth 
one hundred cents in gold. 
If we are 


asked why this ratio is determined 
upon, our answer is not only that that 
has been the customary ratio for years, 
but also that tho total stock of silver 
coin in the world is four thousand mil- 
lion dollars; that the total stock of gold 
coin is approximately the same, aud 


that if tho total stocks of silver and 
gold were each melted into a solid 
mass the silver mass would be about 
sixteen times as great in weight as the 
gold mt;83. 
We also answer that .today 


the relative production of the 
two 


metals is in approximately the same 
proportion. 
We must establish by law 


some ratio of value between the cwo 
metals. 
And we propose to value sil- 


ver as it will stand after restoration to 
equality of privilege with gold, and not 
while it is discredited by unequal laws. 


"The advantages of the restoration 


of bimetallism aro apparent. 
It will 


not only give the world an increasing 
volume of currency proportioned to the 
increase of population and to the exten- 
sion of business, commerce and enter- 
prise, but it will do away with the dis- 
location of the exchanges that has ex- 
isted between gold standard and silver 
standard 
countries — a 
dislocation 


which has intensely stimulated the 
production of silver. England's wealth 
consists in gold, our wealth consists in 
property and products. Eulgaud is a 
creditor nation, the United States is a 
debtor nation. 
England is interested 


in having money dearer and products 
cheaper. 
We rely upon good prices for 


our products in order to pay our for- 
eign debts. England proposes to pur- 
sue a policy which will increase the 
value of the gold she owns. 
Ought 


not we to pursue a policy which will 
increase tho value of the property that 
wo own, and of tho products that we 
export? Do tho imitators of English 
policy in this country realize that tberj 
is a difference in interests between the 
buyer and seller, between the creditor 
nation and the debtor or producing 
nation? What should be our policy? 
Why, 
to increase the use of silver, and 


in that way increase its value, so as to 
restore its old parity with gold. We 
find that the dislocation between gold 
and silver has given tho advantage in 
production to countries that are not 
on a gold basis; that their foreign pro- 
ducts, whose prices are stable in silver, 
Wtb'ough reduced in gold, are con- 
stantly competing with ours in foreign 
markets to our disadvantage, aud that 
their 
manufactured products, reduced 


at a labor cost stable in silver, but re- 
duced in gold, offer a menace in the 
future to our home manufactures, pro- 
tected though they ba by tariff laws. 
We have at stake the interest of the 
greatest debtor nation of the world; of 
the greatest silver producing nation of 
tho world,- of a nation yielding the 
greatest amount of farm, products in 
the world—farm products on which we 
rely for the payment of our foreign 
debts, and the prices of which have 
been driven down in gold, as silver has 
fallen. 
Our opponents, gentlemen, ex- 


aggerate the difficulties of the task be- 
fore us. In order to restore silver, it 
is necessary to absorb the current pro- 
duct of the mines. 
The accumulated 


stock is in the shape of coin, bearing 
the stamp of various governments, and 
it is absurd to assume that the owners 
of such coin will send it here simply to 
receive tho American stamp. 
Silver 


coin it is, and silver coin it would re- 
main. There is no surplus auywhero 
in the shape of bullion; for tho bullion 
in the treasury vaults is constructively 
coined, aud is represented by the silver 
certificates, and treasury notes now in 
circulation. 
Tho current product of 


the mines is now all absorbed in, cur- 
rent uses, in tho arts, in coinage and 
for other purposes. 
Any demand that 


we croato would bo a now demand and 
would have a tendency to increase the 
value of the current product. 
But we 


aro told that increase of value will in- 
crease production. 
Of course no man 


can foretell what the product of silver 
will bo, but tho best test of the limita- 
tion of tho future is the demonstration 
of the past, and we all know that tho 
silver in tho world—the result of the 
operations of silver mining for ages— 
can bo put into a cube of sixty-six feet. 
Tho world has never produced enough 
of metallic coin. 
The fact that today 


over one-fourth of the money of tho 
world is uncovered paper money proves 
this. 


But suppose tho fears of our alarmist 


friends are realized and that nature in- 
stead of exposing her silver treasure as 
she has done in the past, gradually and 
progressively to meet tho wants of tho 
world money, should expose it in large 
abundance, is not this a matter of easy 
control? Tho mines of the future are 
in the ungranted mineral lands of this 
country and in Mexico, for, remember, 
that Mexico and the United States pro- 
duce two-thirds of the silver of the 
world. 
Will it not be easy to limit I 


those 
grants, 
either 
by 
exacting' 


royalty or by total withdrawal, so that 
the silver stores of the future may not 
be unduly drawn upon for tho present, 
and that, the calm and equal production 
of silver commensurate with its use! 
may be established and secured? 
j 


"We claim that tho free coinage of! 


silver at (lie ratio of l» to 1 by this 
country is practicable, tnat it will re- 
store the old relative value of silver 
and gold; release this country from de- 
pendence upon foreign gold; impair the 
competitive 
efficiency 
of the cheap! 


labor of silver standard countries; re-1 
store tho value of our agricultural pro-j 
ducts with which we pay your debts! 
abroad and save this country from a ' 
manufacturing competition that will 
prove destructive. 
i 


Tiiis question has not been fought] 


out in the manufacturing states of rhei 
country MS it lias boon in the mining; 
ramps, the wheat fields and the cotton I 
plantations. 
But 
the 
manufacturers j 


of this country before rhe end of this; 
oampiiifru will leuni that their interests j 
are in common with those of the gen- ' 
oral producers of the country and the! 
Oriental competition which has been so 
destructive lo the manufacturers. 
We j 


hope to see the wheat interests and the j 
mining interests, and the manufactnr-! 
ing interests united against the oppon- 
ents of bimetallism. For, recollect 
that it is tho dealer in money, the! 
dealers in products and the carriers of 
products that have made a 
union 


against the productive energies of the 
country, whether those productive en- 
ergies are displayed in cotton and wool 
manufactures in the New England and 
Middle states, the iron and coal indus- 
tries in Pennsylvania, and the cotton 
industries of the South or in the min- 
ing of silver in the great West, and we 
may rest assured that this country in 
time will pursue a policy of enlightened 
self-interest. 
It will realize as to its 


interests as a producer of over one-third 
of the entire silver of the world, as the 
greatest debtor nation of the world, as 
the greatest producing nation in the 
world to stop the depreciation of gold, 
to stop the building up in 
value of 


evry unit of this four thousand mil- 
lions in gold, whoso present home is 
in three foreign "countries. 
And with 


the change will come beneficieut re- 
sults, not only to producers but to the 
bunking, mercantile and railroad in- 
terests which are now so steadily op- 
posing it. They will realize that their 
prosperity is based upon the general 
prosperity of the entire country and 
that the prosperity of this country can- 
not continue so long as debtor and 
producing nations recognize gold as the 
only money metal, and by their action 
build up its value and increase its con- 
trol over the products of labor. 


"This campaign is to ope'n up an ear 


of education, and in this work the sil- 
ver party enters animated by no sect- 
ional spirit; controlled by no feeling of 
envy against the.more prosperous, but 
inspired by tho desire to maintain a 
broad American policy which 
shall 


protect the interests of American pro- 
duction whether the mining camps of 
the mountains, the wheat fields of the 
West, tho cotton fields of the South, or 
the factories of New England. > But, 
let us remember always in the contest, 
in union is strength, and that the motto 
of our opponents is now, as it always 
has been, "Divided and Conquer."
